PERMANENT GARRISON. 



Washington, Oct 14.— Gen. Brooke 
has been directed by the war depart- 
ment to consider the subject of a per- 
manent garrison for the island of 
Porto Rico With the troops now on 
the Island and those en route, ex< 
elusive of those on the island who have 
been ordered home. Gen. Brooke's 
command consists of about eight thou' 
sand men. lie is inclined to the belief 
that a force of 9,000 to 7,000 will be 
ample as a garrison for the island. 

Whether regiments of regulars will 
be sent to Porto Rico will depend up- 
on the recommendation of Gen. Brooke.
